The recent destructive cyclone iii 
Minnesota has called attention to the 
fact, not generally known, that the 
Signal service has been for several 
years engaged in a study of the phe­ 
nomenon ot the cyclone, with the view 
of predicting whether or not an ap­ 
proaching storm is likely to be accom­ 
panied by a destructive wind. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Finley has had charge of these 
investigations, and has gathered all 
the data extant regarding tornadoes 
which have occurred in the United 
States since 1794. 
From that date 
until 1881, he found records of six 
hundred such storms. 
Since 1881 he 
has been able to obtain much more 
complete information, and bas re­ 
corded nearly seven hundred torna­ 
does in the past five years. 
The 
large majority of these storms since 
1881 
occurred 
west of the Ohio 
river, while oi those recorded pre 
vious to that time, twenty-four or 
curred in the New England States 
twenty-five in New York, and eighteen 
in Pennsylvania. 
In the same time 
there were sixty-two in Kansas, fifty- 
three in Illinois, forty-three in Mis­ 
souri, thirty-two in Iowa, and twenty- 
two in Minnesota. Of course the rec­ 
ord from 1796 to 1881 is very incom­ 
plete, especially in the Western States, 
as it embraces a period anterior to 
their settlement by the whites. Enough 
is known, however, to show’ that the 
Mississippi Valley, particularly the 
northern portion, is peculiarly the cy­ 
clone region. 
Lieutenant Finley made 
a number of successful predictions re­ 
garding the approach of cyclones in 
1884 and 1885. and is confident of 
ultimately reducing such prognostica­ 
tions to a science.

“I have been going to sea these 25 
years,” said the stewardess of an 
American coastwise steamer, one aft­ 
ernoon recently, as she sat sewing in 
the cozy ladies’ cabin of the vessel to 
which she belonged, 
“and yet I was 
never wrecked, nor has a ship I have 
been on lost so much as a spar while 
I was aboard. 
Yes, my life has been 
a very commonplace one. There has 
been no romance in any way connect­ 
ed with it; stop though, I did not 
play a very small part in a romance 
once. That happened fully 20 years 
ago, and now it seems like a dream; I 
sometimes wonder if it wasn’t after 
all a dream. It seems stranger to me 
now than it did even then.” The 
worthy stewardess paused and a far­ 
away look in her eyes showed that 
she was indulging in retrospection. 
“When I was young I went on sail­ 
ing vessels instead of steamers,” con­ 
tinue*! the stewardess. 
“About 20 
years ago—that was when 
I was 
young—I visited some friends in the 
country after a voyage, and then I 
came to New York to find a ship. The 
agent I went to told me that I could 
go a* stewardess on a ship hound to 
Australia. ‘Tile skipper,’ said he, ‘is 
a good man, but he’s a regular old 
maid.’ 
I said that I didn’t mind old 
maids, and so it was settled that I 
was to go with the ‘old maid captain.’ 
Tile next day I went aboard and re­ 
ported to my new captain who was 
called Harris. The captain wasshort 
and rather slight built, with mild gray * 
eyes, but with a full, heavy 
black 
beard. 
He seemed about 35 years 
old. 
His bands were small and deli­ 
cate. and hi.*- voice was binh and just 
a trifle -brill, and he walked up and 
down the deck with a mincing sort of 
gait. Thinks I, ‘Captain Harris, if 
you wasn’t a skipper you'd have 
made a lir-t rate -in^le woman.’ 
I 
regularly despised him until the first j 
storm came on. Then he went on deck J 
and handled the ship in such a way j 
that I could not but admit that he 
was the be-t navigator I had ever 
sailed under. Then I began to think 
bet ter of the old maid captain. I nev­ 
er saw a c aptain so considerate of his 
men. 
If one of them was tile least hit 
sick the captain would go into the 
forecastle and attend to him as ten­ 
derly as any nurse. And when the 
weather was bad he would not allow 
th** mates to make the men do any 
work that wasn’t really necessary. 
The mates used to make fun of the 
captain behind his back for being so 
considerate of his men, but somehow 
I thought it was a good trait in him. 
I began to watch the captain closely 
and I soon made up my mind that 
there was a mystery about that man. 
Once on a pleasant evening I came on 
d**ck and saw the captain looking at 
the red sunset with tears in his eyes. 
At another time, when I thought he 
was on deck,I went into the after-cab­ 
in for something. 
I found him there. 
What do you think he was doing? 
Why, he was sewing and crying into 


aft and smashed in the cabin.

oor captain was crushed to death, 
ut the mate and the little boy were 
only imprisoned by the broken tim­ 
bers. The mate cried out a nu miler 
of times, but received no answer. 
He 
could hear occasional whistles from 
the steamer for about half an hour. 
Finally he made a struggle and suc­ 
ceeded in tearing away enough broken 
timber to liberate himself. 
He took

sinking. The vessel had been desert­ 
ed by the others, who had probably 
climbed on board the steamer. The 
wreck was now nearly even with the 
water, and the mate made a little raft 
and launched it. 
Ile took the boy

lashed himself and the little fellow. 
Soon afterward the wreck sunk. Next 
morning it was clear, and the mate 
and the boy were picked up by a 
small iron bark bound to Japan. The 
bark, however, got out of her course, 
and was driven ashore on a small 
island, not far Irom the Philippines. 
The island was inhabited by friendly 
natives, who took careof thestranded 
crew, but nearly three years elapsed 
before any vessel came to the island. 
They were finally taken off by a man- 
of-war, which landed them at Bombay. 
Here the mate was taken sick and 
sent to the hospital, where he was 
visited by Mr. Bradley. The latter, 
who had once been befriended by the 
boy’s father, said that the bark be 
was on was about to sail for New 
York, and he undertook to deliver 
the little fellow to his friends. 
But 
now the poor boy was again on his 
way to tile other side of the world. 
“WhileMr. Bradley was finishing his 
account of how he came by the boy, 
Captain Harris came in from the after 
cabin and said that the little fellow 
was sleeping nicely. 
Mr. Bradley bo­ 
gan to tell the captain about how the 
boy was wrecked the first time. Then 
the captain rose up pale and trembling 
and asked the name of the ship. When 
Mr. Bradley gave the name of the ship 
that was run down, and said that the 
boy’s father was Captain Wilson, the 
skipper staggered ba k and then rush 
ed into the after cabin as if h** had 
gone mad. We couldn’t make out 
what was the matter with him. An 
hour later I went into the after cabin 
for something, and I saw the captain 
leaning over the boy, who was fast 
asleep. The captain looked up and I 
notice*! that his eyes were red, as if 
lie had been crying hard. Thinks I, 
‘Well, well, you are an old maid of a 
captain, indeed.’ 
“The next morning we were be­ 
calmed. Nearby us lay a big clipper 
ship, which, toward noon, sent a boat 
to us. 'The officer in charge of I he 
clipper’s boat said that they were 
bound for New York, but were short- 
handed, and told Mr 


M ajor C reely ’s E x p erien ce. 
One of the many wise things done by 
Major Greely during the three years of 
his life in the Arctic regions, was his 
observance of all festive, religious and 
national holidays.

Every Sunday during their stay, 
even when the circumstances were most 
disheartening, the commander never 
failed to repeat the brief Sunday ser­ 
vice, and to distinguish tho day by 
some little indulgences or extras in the 
matter of diet.

The M ost C om plex an d Least V nderttvod 
o f A ll th e Senses. 
Of all the senses we possess, tho sense 
of touch is a t once the most complex 
and the least understood, says the 
Pall Mall Gazette. Blindness and deaf­ 
ness are too common, and we can all 
more or less appreciate the nat ure a rid 
extent of these dire afflictions. But 
who ever thinks how he would be af­ 
fected by deprivation of the capacity 
to feel, inability to distinguish by 
touch between smoothness and rough­ 
ness, heat and cold, or by an impaired 
power to receive the various sensa­ 
tions of pain and pleasure which reach 
us through the surface of Hie body? 
How is it that the same finger which 
tells us that a substance is hard or 
soft, tells us also that it is hot or cold? 
Have we, as some physiologists aver, 
! a sixth sense, that of temperature? If 
not, how comes it that a >ingle touch 
of the finger conveys to the brain, in 
; the same instant, two distinct inrpres- 
1 sions, perhaps three, for thesubstance 
in question may be wet, aswell as hot 
; or cold, hard or soft? Physiologists 
I cannot tell us; they only know that 
j the sensations so conveyed are sepa­ 
rable, ami th at the ways by which 
I they reach the brain are not the same. 
The subject is by no means new, but 
fresh light has lately been thrown on 
it by the researches of two .Swiss sa­ 
vants, M. A. Herzen and Professor 
Soret. The observations of these two 
| gentlemen, besides being highly inter­ 
esting, psychologically as well as phys- 
; iologically, are of considerable prac- 
| tical importance in their relation to 
the training of the blind. 
Pressure on a limb—as. forinstance, 
when we tall asleep lying on one of our 
arm s—if continued for some time, 
makes it more or less numb. It grad­ 
ually loses the power of transmitting 
sensations to thebrain. According to 
I the observations of M. Herzen, the 
, lirst sense lost is that of touch, the 
second that of cold,.the third that of 
pain, the last that of heat. II*? says 
that when one of his arms is so torpid j 
that he has to feel for it with the | 
other, and it is impervious to a pinch j 
or a prick, it is sensible to the warmth | 
of the other hand, 
lf tile pressure he 
prolonged, the limb ceases 
to 
be 
affected even by heat. There are j>eo- J 
pie,otherwise healthy, whosecapaeity J 
of feeling is so far incomplete that they 
never know what it is to be cold so far 
as sensations conveyed to the skin are 
concerned. 
Winter is the same to 
them 
as summer. 
This probably 
arises from an abnormal condition of ; 
the spinal cord. M. Herzen mentions 
the case of an old woman whose legs, 
partially paralyzed, could feel only 
pain and cold. At her autopsy it was 
found th at the spinal cord in the 
neighborhood of the nervous centres j 
of the hack was shriveled and other­ 
wise in an unhealthy state. But M. 
Herzen has not rested content with 
observations of his own species; he lias 
made experiments on th** lower ani­ 
mals, classified several of the sensa­ 
tions of the touch, and diseoverM 
their localizations in the organism; 
and Professor Sorer, taking un the 
psychological branch of tile subject, 
lias tried to find out how far the sens** 
of touch may Ife made to convey to 
the sightless an idea OI the beautiful. 
For as a deaf musician may enjoy mu­ 
sic, despite his deafness, so may a 
blind man find pleasure in beauty of 
form, notwithstanding his blindness. 
In the one case the pleasure com* * 
from the rhythm, or rather from son 
orous vibrations of the air, produced « 
by the playing, in the other from the 
symmetry and regularity of tile object 
bandied. 
“When 
music 
is 
going 
on I fi.*el something here,” said to M. 
Soret a ileaf mute who enjoyed operas, i 
putting his hand on his stomach. 'I'he 
blind, even those born blini], a* Pro­ 
fessor Soret has ascertained by inqui­ 
ries among the inmates of the blind 
asylum of Lausanne, have the same 
love of symmetry a** the deaf. The 
girlembro derersattach much import­ 
ance to the perfect regularity of the 
designs which they are required to re­ 
peat in the work. The basket maker?* 
insist on the willow withes they use 
being all straight and of the same 
length. Solut ions of continuity in the 
things they handle are, to the blind, 
indications of 
ugliness. They like j 
evenness of surface,regularity of shape; 
a cracked pot, a rough table, or a 
broken chair causes them positivedis- j 
comfort. But to create in the mind i 
of a person bom blind an artistic idea 
involves a measure of pysrhologioa! 
development which it is very difficult j 
to impart and 
requires from both 
teacher and scholar great patience 
and long sustained effort. 


The Cultivation of Rice. 


Letter From Savannah. 
A rice plantat ion, and especially the 
growing of the crop, is an interesting 
study. Lands lower than the rivers, 
creeks and rivulets are selected, and 
large dams built, and so arrange<J with j 
sluice gates that the water can be j 
drawn off at pleasure. The ground is j 
thoroughly cultivated, and the s<?e«l j 
planted in rows, like corn, and flooded I 
with an inch or two of water to keep 
the rats, the farmers’ greatest enemy, j 
from rooting out the planted rice, j 
Fields must be arrange*! in i-ize so as 
to enable them to be planted in aday. 
The water is allowed to remain a few 
days andisthen withdrawn. In about \ 
ten days the tiny plants are seen 
above 
the 
ground. 
Water 
is j 
then 
let 
in 
and 
the 
field 
completely tiovered. In a week or 
two it is drawn off and as soon as the 
soil dries cultivation begins, and the 
race between the sea-grass and the 
young plant, providingthat the plant­ 
er works early and late, ends in favor 
of the rice. 
The plant is then a foot ! 
high, and tile water is again let in, ! 
leaving a couple of inches of the top 
uncovered; in two or three weeks the ! 
water is all withdrawn, ami the young i 
plant falls over and looks as if it 
would die. 
In a few days, however, 
it braces up and starts to grow again, | 
becoming self-reliant. When it reaches j 
from two to three feet in height, then I 
the danger of falling over or of a storm 
flattening it to the ground is innni- | 
nent, ami in that case the crop is 
ruined. The water is again turned on, j 
and gradually increased as the crop 
grows, about six inches being left un­ 
covered, until the crop is ripe, when it 
is cut, dried and threshed. 
It is a 
productive crop and pays even better i 
than cotton. 


A C ensus T a k e r's P e ril.

Forces and Losses at G ettysburg. 
General Meade, before the Commit­ 
tee on the Conduct of the War, March 
5, 1863, said: “Including all arms of 
the service my strength was a little 
under 100,000 men—about 95,000. 
I think General Lee had about 90,- J 
OOO infantry, from 4,000 to 5,000 ar- ! 
tillery and about 10,000 cavalry. I f 
think the returns showed me, when I j 
took command of the army,amounted j 
to abont 105,000 men; included in I 
these were the 11,000 of Gen. French, 
which I did not bring up, which would 
reduce it down to 94,000. Of th at 
94.000 I was compelled to leave a 
certain portion in the rear to guard 
my baggage trains.” It is estimated 
th at Meade’s force actually in battle 
was about 84,000 men. According to 
the testimony of General Meade, the 
artillery, which was unusually large 
on both sides, was pretty nearly bal­ 
anced as to numbers. The Union 
loss was 23,190, of whom 2,884 were 
killed, 13,713 wounded and 6,643 
missing. The Confederate loss, ac­ 
cording to the American Cyclopedia, 
was 5,000 killed, 23,000 wounded and 
8.000 unwounded prisoners—a total 
of 36,000. According to Greeley’s 
“American Conflict” Lee’s loss was 
sstimated at 28,000, of whom 18,000 
were killed and wounded, and 10,000 
were unwounded prisoners. Johnson’s 
Cyclopedia estimates Lee’s loss a t 31,- 
600—18,000 killed and wounded and 
13.000 missing.
